Eiternally it seemed to be lu ordinary 
pamphlet, was wrapped in an extra 
heavy manilla mailing cover, and was 
•ddreeMd to I'Preeident John McBride 
of the United Mine Wotlun Unkm, 
Special, ColnmbiM, O." 

Pi' sidtnt, McBride oiHjned it himself. 
Its character was instantly reveaUd, 
though it did not «rplode, and natnrally 
he was much alarosd. It ODOsisted of a 
pamphlet aboat 10 inchea long and » 
wide, folded in the middk' 1. ii^'tliwis.-. 
The sjiace between the bent covers held 
the e.\i>l(>siv.>, while t lie apparatus for 
ignition was oa the -luter flexure of the 
cover and in a mortise nuining throngh 
to the magaitne inside. 

A match with its head held firmly 
down nmn a piece of sandpdper, was 
fastened oy a string at the other end to 
the wrapper, so tltat when the latter was 
removed the matoh would be lighted by 
friction on the sandpaper. It is a mira- 
cle that it did not ignite. The string 
broke. It was a light sawing thread and 
not strong enough. 

Within the bent cover of the pamphlet 
wai a small paper bag coatainmg bome 
enlosive, it u tbougm, while uU ai>uut 
this was gnncottMi and gunpowder. 
President Jacfiride says he openea it 
carlessly with his paper knife, and that 
it did not explode was certainly not dae 
to any care in removing the wrapi)er. 
Ha thinks ti:at, beyunl a qnc^non, 
it was an attempt to aESiissi- 
nate him, and ba^ turned the 
package ovei- to the police, with the re- 
quest that its character be tstablished, 
and has also uutified Postmaster Senter. 
The pamphlet m i-uiu to bo a imblication 
made in PeiiiiM'ivaniu, I ut as its title 
page is turned in, this can not b > cL arly 
muiie out. Of course, mail matter of 
this kind bi'urs no post!i;aik, and there 
is no way ol U llmg where it caniu ironi. 

The pamphk't UHud iu the inttriial 
machine is the lejioi t of the normal 
school at Clarion, 1 a., tor the year 
tt4. It is alw> disi-ovured that a second 
ma^'aziue is fornn d by a mortise in the 
biici: of the pamphlet. A piece of pajter 
is pasted over this, but it can l>e lelt 
that It is packed with some hard sub- 
stance. 

It is believed if Mr. McBrlde had 
ouUetl the strings tyuiK the package to 
break them, dainngi' might have ensued, 
provi'lixl the (. untcuts wi-rt; really t .\plo- 
Bive, but since lu- cut the strings and dis- 
cuv red iiuuifdiately tliat hllings of an 
unusual kind w^ro enclost d, he evidint- 
Iv defi at^ th" i>lan of the conspirator If 
the sender may t>e called such.

CoNNELiiiviLi.K, Pa.. April 27.— The 
strike is a success in this section of the 
coke region. The plants in operation 
yesterday were Prick's David^on and 
Leisining; Meyer, Fort Hill and Uainey, 
ot th ' Kaidy company, and Clarissa and 
Nellie ot the Cochran company, ^oue 
ot these, e.\cept the two Fri<« plaats, 
•re running tull. 

President Barrett presided at a large 
massmeeting at Dunbar. Barrett 
warned the strikers that a resort to vio- 
lence would cost them a victory, which 
he predicttd would come within two 
weeks if they held together peaceably. 
This meeting had the effect of closing 
all the works in that vidnitar. Hill 
Farm and Wheelar oame oat immedi- 
ately. 

A big meeting was held at Vanderbilt. 
Nearly 1,000 strikers attended, and tiierv 
was a fair representation of Enfl^h- 
speaking workmen. All voted to come 
out and remain out until the entire 
region is granted a uniform ica^.^ 

The Vanderbilt end of the district is 
the hardest to get out. The oj^rators 
have promised the men that if they 
work through the strike they mil grant 
the sca'e agreed on by the other corn- 
panics at the tiid ol the struggle. The 
strike leaders are detenniued to bnng 
Om Vanderbilt ngUtn out . 

INDIANA BLOCK COAL MINERS.

Brazil, Ind., April 37.-^It ia apparent 
now that the miners of the block coal 
fields of Indiana will join the general 
strike in the other cual producing states.

Wasuim; roN. .Ajiril 27. Immediately 
after tiio reading of the journal in the 
senate Mr. Jarvis, recently appointed 
from North Carolina to sncoead the late 
Senator Vanca, waa sworn in. 

Senator Allen's Cozey resolution came 
up, and Mr. Allen stated that there 
would !« no oiiposition on the Damo- 
cratic side to its passage. 

The resolution demands that congress 
break all its rules and allow the 
■•anuies" to invade the dty. tha Capitol 
and the public parks. 

Mr. Vest (D«n., Mo.), however, op 
l)osed the resolution. These iwoplo 
should be treated the same as all other 
dtisens of the United .States. 

Mr. Wolcott (liep., Colo.) entered a 
vigorous protest against passing the res- 
olution. He was at a loss to understand 
the purpo e of the' resolution, which diil 
not change tiie law in any respect, but 
eiini)iy extend d a cringing invitation to 
those men calling themselves unem- 
ployed, some of whom were coming by 
begging, some by tlv ir overi>owiiig force 
and some 0:1 stolen trains. 

i\Ir. Wolc ilt said liu was tire(l of deal 
ing with til ' S' methods of adiuinistra- 
tiou. Tile tunes Were out of joint, but 
wliat m.ide them s > might b ■ attributed 
to one cause or anutiier. H.- iK'lievei! 
that most of the men in Co.xey's army 
might b*-' liiiiK'st, bnt they werf> led by 
men wlm were cranks, insane or vicious. 
But tiieir nietluKls of riglitmg the wrongs 
of the time ( <juld r suit iu no good, tins 
could only come frwiii the natural bein 
ficeuce ot mankind, which, as tlie wm id 
grew better, made men luoi e huiaan 
and kill 1. 

A iiiiinber of senators took the jiains 
to go tu S' 'lat r Wulcott oil the tl nir 
after he had coiieludeil his remarks and 
ex press their approbafekm of what he had 

said. 

Mr. Dolph (Rep.. Or.) stated that he 
fully agreed with wh.it the senator from 
Missouri .Mr. Ve^t 1 had said, tut he 
called atteiiti'iii to other oli.iei-tioiiaiile 
features of the preamble to the resolu- 
tion. No one denied the right of citi- 
zens o; the l iiited States tei iK'ace.lbly 
nssenib'e to petition congress or to visit 
the Capitol. His objection to the reso- 
lution lay in the fact that it was accom- 
panied by a lying preamble which was 
In effect a censure of the aiithwiiti es o f 
the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Gray (Dem., Del.i also condemne( 
the resolution, even while he said he 
would vote tor it if the i)reainble was 
omitted. Ue admitted that he hail a 
kindly sympathy for the vagabondage 
which inada oar loadi so pictareaqiia m 

summer. 

Mr. .\lleii clol'ended his action in intri>- 
duciug the resolution and spoke forsome 
time. Ill tilt: course of his speech, he 
called these gatherm.;s the "spontaneous 
uprising of American citizens against 
wrong and oppres-siou."

The thirteen private banks in the 
l^ftto V required ander the law to r«- 

ert semi-annually, and as tiit'ir r(!ports 
i made in July and January they are 
not taken into aoootint WkM tOtUpMag 
the above figures. 

The reserve whicii the banks are re- 
qoirad under tiie law to keep on hand is 
rap w as nt gd by the term "cash and cash 
items" and "due from banks." The law 
requires Louisville banks to keep a re- 
serve of 25 per cent, of deposits, one 
third of which mast be in money ; and 
banks in other places in the State must 
keep a reserve of 15 per cent., one tliird 
of which mast h9 in money. 

The reports show that this haa been 
strictly complied with, and that many of 
them hare more than one half of their 
reserve in money.

The Strike on the Great North- 
em Railroad. 

BLOODSHED IS LOOKED FOR. 



All OvrrturpH For m Peaceful S^ttleiiirnt 
B«Te Bc«a DmeUuemd tMC Md War !>•• 
ciMvd OB Its 4,4M MHm of Track— The 

Aincrlcun nnilway I'liinn, a New Or- 
ganlutlon, MiuMSlng tbe Strike. 

St. Paitl, ApiU 27.— All ovcrtur w for 

a fw'act'ful Hrttlciii' lit oF the (ireat 
I^ortbern rtiilruud strike liave beuu 
clared off, and tbe oompany and the 
Americii^ Riiilwiiy union have begun a 
test uf stR'ngtli that ina.y oause consider- 
able bloodaheil bcfuro it ends. The 
Ureat Northern railroad flzteuds from 
this dtf to the coast, with many 
branchea in this s-tate and the Dakutaa. 
and ita 4,495 miles of track goes through 
considerable oomparatively new oonntry 
■whore no otht r hk aim uf traftic are to he 
had, and where the conditions of society 
Allow a aomewhat roogher element to 
control affairs. 

The result is that when the nm\ bo- 
ffins to run ita trains with new men 
there will be war tn the Knilo an'l per- 
haps with it, It is believed to have been 
this fact almost as much as the desire to 
gtr* hii men every chance to make 
known their gdevanoes that induced 
President Hill to wait two weeks with- 
out an attempt to get out any other than 
mail trains, but he started the first 
freight in two weeks yestei'lay, and the 
battle may be said to have been began. 

Tbe offldali of tiia road Moored the 
issuance by the United States oonrt in 
this state and Dakota and also in Mon- 
tana, restraining orders ordering the 
men not to uitei lere in any way with 
the handling of th ■ road. Under this 
order, deputies were sent out on all mail 
trtins and beginning yestetdagr they 
went out on the freight trains aawell. 
Daring the time that the striken have 
lu eii j)reventiiig the running of the road, 
a tomiuittre of :)") members of the 
American llailway union, employes of 
the road, assembled in thi-' •■ity in uc- 
cordame with a reply tavoialile to their 
recjUBst lor a lonference with the of- 
licial.s of I he i nad. 

At tlie .start of the conferenci' Presi- 
dent Hill announced his willingness to 
arbitrate, but agree. 1 to try the (xjssi- 
bility ot a LoiiftTt uce first. When they 
came together yo>terday, the men de- 
manded as the first condition that the 
road grant all their demands for the re- 
newal of the wage Bchedules in force 
prior to last August. Tnis Mr. Hill de- 
clined, and the day endeil without a 
conclusion being reached. Tbe confer- 
ence was resumed ye.sterday. 

Late yesterday afternoon the men sent 
a brief communication to President Hill, 
nncon'litionally rejecting his proposal 
fur arbitration, renewing their demand 
for the old schedules and giving him to 
understand that this is their ultimatum. 
Mr. Hill sent a reply to the men in 
which he said that tbe action of the men 
ends all conferences and negotiations as 
far as he is concerned. He will no long- 
er recognize the American Railway 
union and will, at once, proceed to oper- 
ate the Qreat Northern xoad without re- 
gard to that organisation. 

A very important sido iasoe in this 
contest u the fact that tbe strike was 
declared and is being managed by tha 
new organisation, the American Bauwagr 
union, practically in opposition to the 
federated btothernoods m railway engi- 
neers, firemen, coodnotors and tram- 
men. 

Soma members of tbe brotherhoods 
are also members of the union, but many 
others are not, and aa the brotherhoods 
have signed sohednlee with the road, the 
men feel that they must agiee to their 
contracts, even though they might not 
like everything. The freight train that 
went out yesterday afternoon on its way 
to the coast was manned by brotm r- 
hood men an<l old employes of the com- 

'"r^e union leaders claim they will 
have all the men on tbe line out, and it 
yet remains to be seen whether the men 
will go with the union or stand by the 
brotherhoods. The brotherhood chiefs 
are ap}>arently taking no active part in 
the fight, although it is considered some- 
thing in the nature of a fight for exist- 
ence betwean tbe two organizations. 

Wera iBtlnldMted. 

St. Cloud. Minn.. April 27.— Most of 
the Great Northern shopmen who left 
their plaoes Wednesday have agreed to 
return to work, and nearly all went 
back yesterday. It appears that the 
men were induced to qtiit nnder intim- 
idations.
